Rev.  &  I^eloved 

A  common  report  has  for  some  time  , been  very  unfavourable 
to  the  character  of  Mr. Daniel  Foot,  a  irBmber  of  this  church  in 
regard  to  an  endorsement  of  his  upon  Uio  Factory  Dills  (so 
called)  which  he  received  from  the  Brick  Factory  in  this  tovm, 
in  the  fall  of  1817  ,<5c  presented  soon  after  to  Mr. Lemuel  Pomeroy 
I  hc-ive  thought  it  ray  duty  as  a  member  of  the  church  to  look 
into  the  case  &,  if  aiything  appear- ed  to  be  wrong  not  to  suffer 
sin  upon  my  Brother.     In  my  invef; tigrotion  of  the  subject  I 
found  tlriat  Mir.  Foot  had  made  an  entry  upon  the  back  of  the  said 
bills   stating  that  the  amounts  were  endorsed  qn  a  note  wiiic  h  he 
then  held  against  Mr  .Pomeroy  .Said  endorsement  bore  date  4th 
Nov. 1817  &  I  found  that  in  a  sxlt  between  him  &  Mr.Porreroy  be- 
fore Joshua  Danfcrth  Esq.  he  had  sworn  to  these  endorsements, 
but  that  the  Court  did  not   allow  it   in  rendering  judgment  be- 
tween the  parties.  In  referring  to  Mr.Pomeroy's  cash  book,! 
found   the  a;nount  endorsed  on  the  note  at   that  time  charged  as 
cash 
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delivered  to  I.Ir.Foot  &  the  two  sd  bills  were  charged  by  Mr. 
Pomeroy  on  his  account  book.   It  therefore  hfi  s  appeai-ed  to  me 
P,32-Lhat  the  endorsement   on  the  note  had  nothiiuf  to  do  v/ith  the 
Factory  Pjills .   It   is    certain  there   must  be  either  a  jiistake 
or  intentional  fraud  somewnere;Sc  it  does  appear  to  me  that  the 
endorsement  on  the  Factory  Bills   by  i.r.i'oot   is  wroii^'.  I  v;ish  I 
could   stop  here       call  it  a   mistake   but   in  view   of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances I  cannot  at  present  see   how   it  could  have  happened 
without  intentional  wrong  on  the  part  of  Mr. Foot. 
I  have  tried  to  give  it  a  :.iOre  favoui-able  explanation  but  have 
found  that   I  could   not  .Under  these  circumstances  I  have  found 
myself   impelled  to  the  painful  auty  of  taking  the  steris  of  the 
Gospel  with  Hr.Foot.   1  called  on  him  alone  , but  he  gave  me  no 
satisfactory  explanation.     I  could  not  gain  my  Brother.  I  then 
took  with  me   !  rot  her  Jabez  Peck, but  still  found  myself  unable 
to  gain  any  satisfaction  in  the  premises,  i^nd  I  no;/  according 
to  the  rule  which  our  Lord  has  given  us, tell  it  to  the  church, 
requesting  that  such  further   proceedings  may  be  had  as  the 
church  may  think  the  cese  dercands  for   the  honour  of  religion  & 
the  glory  of  Ghrist   "who  is  over  all  Grd  blessed  forever."

1st   Cor.   li-1-2  6z  other   par.sapes  it  appears  to  us 
that   the  gereral   law  of  evidence  declarea  throughout   the  holy 
Scri  pt  ure  s  ,re  qutfe  s  that   to    convict  a  num  of  a  crime  there  nmst 
be  the  testimony  of  two  or  three  witnesses  a^-ainst  him. This  we 
call  the  general  law  of   evidence  because  we   do  not  wish  this 
time   to  discuss,  the  question  whether   the    case  mentioned  Deut  22

expressly  made  by  Cod  hirnse  If .  V/e  think  it   however  important  to 
say,  that    the  above  law  in  our  opinion  does  not  require  that  the 
two  or  three  witnesses  spoken  of  should   be  eye  witnesses  of  the 
identical  criiue  charged.

■  I* Brethren,       ,  ^  ,f  '^,1 

-       -  The  afflictive  Providence  which  has  suspend- 

ed my  Ministerial  labors  among  you  for  the  past  year, 
has  from  the  beginning,  presented  a  question  of  duty, 
both  to  you  &  to  me  of  a  new  &  important  character, 
From  the  beginning  of  my  sickness,  I  have  considered 
it  doubtful  whether  I  should  ever  be  able  to  serve 
you  again  as  an  active  Pastor.      I  have,  therefore, 
168    been  always  careful  to  express  without  reserve  my 

willingness  to  sacrifice  my  ovm  feelings  &  interest 
whenever  the  cause  in  which  I  am  engaged  should  re- 
quire my  removal  from  this  responsible  &  important 
station  as  a  Minister.      Encouraged  no  doubt,  &  justi- 
fied by  these  expressions  of  my  own  feelings,  several 
of  my  friends,  a  few  months  ago,  expressed  to  me  their 
apprehensions,  that  my  dismission  might,  at  thnt  time, 
be  required  by  the  state  of  my  health,  &  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Parish.      This  led  me  to  request  a  meet- 
ing of  such  gentlemen  in  the  Parish  as  could  be  con- 
veniently informed  &  assembled  when  on  the  eve  of  my 
depai'ture  on  my  late  journey.      To  them  I  again  stated 
my  perfect  willingness  to  cooperate,  with  the  church 
&  Parish  in  any  measures  on  the  subject  which  might 
be  thought  best.      By  those  gentlemen  &  several  others 
whom  I  consulted  &  from  whom  I  suppose  I  learnt  the 
public  sentiments,  I  was  advised  to  prosecute  my  con- 
templated journey  before  any  other  course  of  .duty 
should  be  decided  on  or  pursued.      Prom  this  journey 
I  have  recently  returned  with  an  improved  state  of 
health,  but  by  no  means  competent  to  the  prosecution 
of  my  studies  &  Pastoral  labors.      It  has  become 
finally  evident  to  my  own  mind  that  I  shall  be 
obliged  to  spond  the  approaching  cold  season  in  a 
warmer  latitude,  &  that  I  can  hardly  hope  to  be  able 
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to  renew  the  labors  of  this  Parish  in  less  than  six 
months  or  a  year.      Added  to  this  is  the  uncertainty 
whether  I  may  ever  be  able  to  do  justice  to  a  field 
of  labor  so  extended  as  this.      Although  I  feel 
greatly  encouraged  that  I  may  eventually  regain  a 
degree  of  health  to  labor  in  some  employment  with 
usefulness  to  myself  or  others.

Result  of  the  Council  &  Dismission  of  Ifc ,  Bailey 

In  consequence  of  letters  missive  from  the  Rev.  Rufus 
W.  Bailey    &  the  church  &  Society  under  his  care,  a 
Council  was  convened  at  the  house  of  Messrs.  Russell 
in  Pittsfield  on  Sept.  27.  I827 .  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  propriety  of  dismissing  the  Pastoral 
relation  between  Rev.  Iilr.  Bailey  &  sd"  church  &  Society, 
a  request  in  consequence  of  ill  health  having  been 
made  for  this  purpose,  by  him,  &  acceded  to  by  them.

Voted,  that  while  it  is  painful  to  this  council  to  be 
the  organ  of  dissolving  this  relation  they  rejoice  in 
finding  that  no  other  than  sentiments  of  the  utmost 
cordiality  &  affection  exist  in  the  minds  of  the 
church  &.  Society  toward  llr .  Bailey,  &  they  cheerfully 
givq  this  public  testimony  to  the  ability  &  faithful- 
ness, which  he  has  manifested  in  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  &  cordially  recommend  him  to  the  churches 
as  a  brother  in  whose  ability  &  devotednesa  to  the 
cause  of  Christ,  they  have  the  fullest  confidence,  & 
whose  whole  character  as  a  Minister  of  Christ  gives 
promise  of  much  usefulness,  wherever  god  in  his 
providence  may  call  him  to  labor. 

While  this  Coiincil  greatly  regret,  that  the  providence 
of  God  has  called  for  the  dissolution  of  the  imion  be- 
tween this  church  &  Society  3i  their  P  stor,  they  re- 
joice in  their  knowledge  of  the  kindness  &  symp'^thy 
which  this  people  have  expressed  toward  him  during  his 
continuance  among  them  &  especially  during  his  pro- 
tracted ill  health.    And  they  express  the  hope  that  he

of  Pastor  to  them,  will  still  be  the  object  of  their 
affectionate  sympathies  &  prayers;  &  that  the  Church

Whereas  if  he  v>/ere  here,  the  chr-rgea  r;nd  proofs  are 
suoh  that  he  oould  neither  explain  them  av.ay  now  rebut 
them  by  any  oounter  testimony. 

V/herea^  public  scandal  has  already  rested  too  long  upon 
the  Church  for  not  putting  him  out  of  her  communion, 
and  there  is  no  r-^.^is enable  prospect  of  ever  renching 
him  by  taking  the  steps  prescribed,  when  it  can  be  done, 
therefore , 

Voted  unanimously,  1st,  that  the  said  Nathaniel  S.  Dodge 
be  and  he  is  hereby  indefinitely  suspended  from  all  church 
ordinances  and  privileges. 

Voted  unanimously,  2nd,  that  the  clerk  of  the  church  be 
directed  to  transmit  by  letter  a  certified  copy  of  these 
doings  to  Iitr .  Dodge,  if  his  rldress  can  be  obtained,  and 
request  his  prompt  aokno^vledgmeat  of  the  receipt  of  the 
S2.rae . 

Voted  unanimously,  3rd,  that  if  he  does  not  within  six 
months  appear  before  the  church  to  finsvi/er  to  the  afore- 
mentioned charges,  or  transmit  in  vvritii:ig  a  satisfactory 
confession  to  the  church  he  shall  then  by  virtue  of  this 
act  be  finally  excommunicated. 

Voted  that  this  meeting  be  now  dissolved.

The  committee  appointed  by  the  First  Church  in  Pitts- 
field  on  the  3rd  day  of  Lfcrch  IO54  to  take  into  con- 
P.  265    sideration  the  communication  of  I.lrs.  Ivlartha  N.  Baldwin 
to  this  Church,  embracing  her  protest  against  the 
course  pursued  toward  her  by  the  church,  and  her  con- 
fession to  the  church,  respectfully    report  - 

That  after  careful  &  earnest  zamination  of  the 
whole  subject  &  j^fter  freely  &  fully  advising  with 
ministers  of  the  gospel  in  whose  good  judgment  they 
have  the  utniost  confidence,  they  feel  compelled  to 
conclude  that  the  confession  of  I.Irs.  Baldwin  is  not 
such  as  thib  church  ought  to  receive  as  sat isf r.ct ory 
in  her  ctse,  and  for  the  reasons  following,  viz: 

First,  the  confession  does  not  cover  the  sentiment  of 
the  letter  written  by  her  to  Nathnniel  3.  Dodge  in 
which  she  refers  to  their  proposed  journey  to  Anapolis, 
in  which  letter  she  stj'-les  herself  his  "most  devoted 
wife'!  -  addresses  him  as  her  "hut.b^nd      i  only  love", 
and  uses  other  expr es;., ions ,  which  indicate  v  violation, 
and  utter  disregard  of  her  marririge  vows. 

2nd.       In  her  letter  to  Dr.  Todd  of  Oct.  l^th,  I852 
she  limits  her  admission  of  an  exchange  of  notes  with 
Ivlr.  Dodge  to  t?iose  "on  topics  in  relation  to  books  she 
loaned  &  kindred  subjects"  while  she  totally  denies 
having  written  the  letter  above  referred  to.  In 
her  confession  she  says  "I  confess  that  not  only  in 
conversation  with  him  (Dodge)  but  also  in  the  exchange 
of  familiar  written  communications,  there  were  ex- 
pressions which  I  never  ou,^ht  to  have  allowed  and  which 
I  now  remember  v;ith  shame  and  sorrow".       If  she  intends 
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this  confession  to  cover  the  letter  above  referred  to 
she  ought  specifically  to  acknowledge  it,  » nd  to  con- 
fetjS  the  falsehood  of  her  former  denial  of  it.       If  she 
intends  to  refer  merely  to  oth  er  notes,,  there  is  still 
266    an  implication  of  previous  f  Jilsehood ,  in  having  denied 
that  notes  of  an  objectionable  Gh'iracter  have  boon  ex- 
changed with  him.      The  confession  is  carefully  worded, 
and  v^hile  vve  may  not  assume  to  judge  the  motions  of 
the  heart,  it  carries  under  all  the  circumstances,  the 
appearance  of  disingenuousness  &  insincerity. 

^  The  Committee  see  no  sufficient  reason  for  the  protest 
•  presented  by  Iiirs,  Baldwin  inasmuch  as  the  church  by 
its  action  of  20th  Dec.  I853,  and  in  the  letter  then 
adopted  &  sent  to  her,  fully  and  distinctly  recognize 
her  right  to  appear  before  the  church  and  meet  the 
charges  made  rgainst  her;  the  suggestion  to  her  of 
.    .  another  course,  being  only  advisory  &  in  no  way,  in 
intent  or  act,  barring  her  right  to  a  full  hearing  in 
the  case  and  if  in  the  action  of  the  church  there  is 
the  appearance  of  irregularity,  or  of  a  prejudging  of 
the  case,  the  church  utterly  disclaim  any  such  intention, 
&  feel  conscious  that  all  that  they  s-id,  in  said  letter, 
vi/as  rae^^nt  in  kindness  to  I^lrs.

of  the  sin  of  which  you  are  conscious." 
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After  a  careful  &  earnest  examination  of  the  case,

In  the  year  184I ,  I  lost  my  v/ife  by  death.        In  the 
year  1842,  I  was  married,  as  I  supposed  to  Mrs.  Cynthia 
Holmes.      I'Irs.  Holmes'  husband  had  left  her  f.ind  gone 
to  parts  unknown  over  five  years  previous  to  this.  At 
the  time  of  ray  second  marria.ge  we  had  evidence,  fs  we 
supposed,  that  the  said  Holmes  Wi.a  married  again  and 
had  a  family.      I  knew  in  these  circumstances  that  Mrs* 
Holmes  could  claim  and  undoubtedly  obtain  a  divorce 
from  Holmes.      Before  the  marriage  I  went  and  consulted 
a  prominent  member  of  this  church  whether  under  these 
circumstances  it  would  be  necessary  to  get. a  Bill  of 
Divorcement  and  I  was  distinctly  advised  that  it  would 
not        Being  a  poor  man,  it  may  be  that  the  expenses 
(aboi^t   ;?40«7  weighed  somewhat  with  me. 
In  these  circumstances,  in  good  faith  and  with  honest 
intentions  I  was,        T  thought,  legally,  married  to 
Mrs.  Holmes.      IVe  have  lived  to  g ether  as  husb-~nd  and 
wife  for  the  last  sixteen  years.      But  this  winter 
past,  I*.tr.  Holmes  suddenly  appeF;red  r^nd  came  to  Pitts- 
field,  showing  that  he  had  never  been  married,  and 
that  the  man  concerning  vhom  we  v\/ore  certified  was 
another  man  bearing  the  S'3me  name.

Records  in  Connecticut  show  Jan.  9,  1792,  that  Manna
